The  assistance  given  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Lab- 
oratory, at  Penlan  Road  has  been  invaluable,  and  I desire  to  place 
on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Labor- 
atory and  in  particular  that  of  Doctors  Fry  and  Boissard. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  showed  a decided  fall  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  this  was  undoubtedly  the 
result  of  the  immunisation  drive  carried  out  during  the  years 
1940  and  1941.  Decided  increase  was  noted  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles,  particularly  Measles 
which  numbered  205  as  compared  with  38  of  the  previous  year.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

In  March  the  Borough  in  conjunction  with  the  Rural  District 
Council  appointed  Dr.  Dilys  Lloyd-Davies  as  an  assistant  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a portion  of  her  time  being  devoted  to 
Diphtheria  Immunisation.  During  the  year  an  immunisation 
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against  diphtheria  drive  was  instituted  by  propaganda  through 
the  press,  cinemas,  schools  and  personal  contact  with  parents, 
immunisation  being  offered  free  of  charge.  The  result  of  the 
drive  was  most  encouraging  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  number 
of  children  immunised  were  as  follows: — 

Borough  School  Children. 

Number  immunised  during  the  year  was  424,  making  a total 
of  1,114  children  immunised  in  the  Borough,  i.e.,  78. 5%  of  the 
school  population. 


Evacuated  School  Children. 

Number  immunised  during  the  year  was  348,  i.e.,  83%  of  the 
evacuated  school  population. 

Evacuated  Secondary  School  Children. 

Number  immunised  during  the  year  was  140,  i.e.,  77%  of  the 
Evacuated  Secondary  School  Population. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Children. 

Number  immunised  during  the  year  was  111,  making  a total 
of  328,  i.e.,  56.8%  of  the  M/CW.  Child  population. 

This  figure  of  328  is  not  a true  indication  of  the  state  of  im" 
munisation  of  children  under  5 years  of  age,  a^  it  is  based  on  the 
records  in  the  Public  Health  Department  and  does  not  include  the 
large  number  of  children  who  have  been  immunised  privately  and 
of  whom  no  record  is  available.  It  is  therefore,  probable  that 
this  percentage  of  56.8  should  be  a much  higher  one. 


Dr.  Dilys  Lloyd-Davies  resigned  her  appointment  in  mid 
September,  but  immunisation  is  still  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  at  the  Clinic  in  Pond  Street  on  Tuesday  mornings 
at  1 1 a.m, 
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While  the  state  of  immunisation  in  the  town  ensures  that 
there  Avill  be  no  serious  epidemic  of  the  disease,  I cannot  consider 
it  satisfactory  until  100%  of  the  children  of  all  ages  have  been 
immunised.  It  is  impossible  to  understand  the  attitude  of  parents 
who  still  refuse  to  have  their  children  immunised,  and  I cannot 
stress  too  strongly  the  risk  they  are  exposing  their  children  to  by 
not  having  them  protected.

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Penlan 
Road,  Carmarthen  which  was  opened  last  year  firmly  established 
itself,  and  has  become  a recognised  and  also  a most  important 


s 


factor  in  the  supervision  of  the  public  health.  The  Laboratory 
has  dealt  with  vast  numbers  of  specimens  for  bacteriological 
investigation  and  the  assistance  given  by  Doctors  Fry  and  Boissard 
has  been  invaluable.  Although  the  establishment  of  this  Lab- 
oratory is  a wartime  measure,  I sincerely  hope  that  it  will  be  made 
a permanent  institution  as  its  assistance  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  cannot  be  too  highly  rated. 


Clinic  (Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  Education 

Committees). 

The  Clinic  in  Pond  Street  has  continued  to  be  widely  used 
throughout  the  year.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a bath  was 
erected  at  the  Clinic  and  this  has  greatly  increased  the  facilities 
available  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies — facilities  particularly 
needed  since  the  introduction  of  the  Scabies  Order,  1941.

Water  Supplies. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  continues  to  cause  great 
concern  and  during  the  year  a careful  watch  was  maintained,  and 
samples  being  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  at  regular 
periodic  intervals.  It  has  unfortunately  been  found  necessary 
to  resort  to  fairly  heavy  chlorination  in  order  to  ensure  its  safety 
for  domestic  use. 

As  no  drought  was  experienced  during  the  year  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  augment  the  Cwmtawel  Supply  by  water 
obtained  from  the  Gwili  River,  but  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  De- 
partment took  the  precaution  of  making  arrangements  to  deal 
with  such  an  emergency. 

Although  it  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  I feel 
it  is  my  duty  to  again  remind  the  Council  that  the  provision  of  a 
water  supply  adequate  in  quantity  and  quality  should  be  their 
first  consideration  in  any  post-war  plan.
